WASHINGTON. Nov. 28.—(2)— 


'Expanded powers to protect the con- | 
sumer from unfair industrial and com- 


mercial practices were asked of con- 


gress today by the Federal Trade | 
(‘ommission, 

The commission, for years concern- 
ed with such practices as they effect 
competitors within an industry, said 
in annual report this authority 
was insufficient to protect the public. 

“This recommendation is made,” the

commission said, 
jurisdiction over a practice 
unfair or deceptive to the 


public and is not necessarily unfair | 
to a competitor. 

“There are times when such a prac- 
tice is universal in an industry 
that the publie is primarily injured 
rather than individual competitors. In 
such cases it is very difficult, if not 
impossible, to show injury te compet- 
itors but the injury to the public is 
manifest.” 

Text of Proposed Law. 

For example, it was said all mem- 
bers of an industry might represent 
that an article would do certain 
things which, in fact, it would not do. 
Competitors in such a case would not 
be injured but the public would, 

The proposed new law would read: 

“Unfair methods of competition in 
commerce and unfair or deceptive acts 
and practices in ecommerce are here- 
by declared unlawful.” The words, | 
“and unfair or deceptive acts and 
practices in commerce.” would be) 
added to the existing statute. 

Observers viewed the proposal 4s | 
broad even if limited simply to acts 
which obviously damage the public. | 
said that if expanded to cover | 
acts indirectly affecting the consumer, 
such as those of basie industries sev- | 
eral steps removed from retail sale. | 
the commission would be given a 
major weapon which might exceed 
some powers of the old NRA, 

The commission also recommended 
it he given additional powers to pre- 
vent price diserimination by getitng 
a clearer view of the extent to which | 
volume buvers of goods may he favor- | 
ed with special discounts. This, the | 
commission said, might involve a re- 
quirement that industry veport to 
the commission when it granted dis- 
counts not generally known in the

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

WEALTH-SHARING WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—J. P. Morgan 


whistled a new note when he landed from 
Europe recently. He said no big fortune would remain 30 years under 
existing taxation. He saw the end of philanthropies, such as endowed 
universities, Carnegie libraries, Mellon art collections, etc. 

Taxation authorities have been studying the point since he made his 
statement and have concluded he was no more than SO per cent right. 
That is, no large American fortune can last for two generations under 
existing inheritance taxes. ‘No large fortune can be built up under ex- 
isting inheritance taxes. No large fortune can be built up under existing 
income taxes. But the results will require 50 to 70 years instead of 30 
to effectuate. And no one believes existing taxes will last that long. 


ROCKEFELLERS Take the Rockefeller fortune—if you can get even 


a line on it. John D. Sr. is 96. The government 
will not collect much from his estate. He gave his fortune to his son, 
John D. Jr. The son has created innumerable trust funds, some of which 
are taxable but most of which are not. Junior will die within the next 
30 to 50 years—he is 61. But philanthropy, not the government, will 
receive most of his father’s fortune. 

The senior Rockefeller evaded the new era by giving his fortune to 
his son before the present gift taxes went into effect. It could not be 
done now. 

If the elder Rockefeller’s fortune could be listed as $100,000,000 
(for the purpose of analysis), the government tax at his death would be 
$67,000,000. That would leave junior $33,000,000. The tax at his 
death would amount to $20,000,000. That would leave $13,000,000 
from the original $100,000,000.

Rogers earned his money. . His employers paid him what they thought 
he was worth. His income was right out on the barrel-head, where the 
government could snatch it. 

Most fortune holders buy farms which they can operate at a tax 
deduction loss, or buy tax-exempt securities which permit them to get 
away from the mouth of the government’s tax collection gun.

Princes’ Safeguards. 


Each of the Indian princes is to 
make his own treaty under the new 
constitution, laying down the terms on 
which he enters the federation. They 
all refuse to permit the federal gov- 
ernment to have the same powers in 
their states that it will have in the 
provinces. The Indian federal system 
will be of a kind hitherto unknown, 
for there will be one set of federal 
powers for the provinces and another 
for each of the Indian native states. 
The government of one part of the fed- 
eration will be based upon parliament- 
ary principles, that of the other upon 
oriental absolutism. 

The princes also made it a condi- 
tion that, like the Moslems. they 
should have representation in the fed- 
eral legislature greater than that to 
which the population of their states 
entitles them. Although the native 
states account for only 23 per cent 
of the population of Indig, they will 
hare 33 per cent of the voting power 
in the lower and 40 per cent in the up- 
per house of the federation. Here, 
then, is an important element in the 
federal legislature that will be im- 
pervious to movements of public opin- 
ion.—Current History.

They Don’t Jump Into Shick iekested 
Water Until the Ship Is Sinking

The world is debating the relative merit of two contrasting schemes 
of civilization. 

One scheme requires unselfish co-operation for the common good. 

The other, established in America since the beginning, requires 
“rugged individualism’—which means that each man does thg best he 
can for himself, expects his neighbor to do the same, and resents official 
meddling in his affairs. 


This doesn’t mean that Americans will not co-operate. Since the 


‘first group of neighbors got together to build a school or hire a preacher, 


there has been continuous co-operation in the building and support of 
colleges, hospitals, parks and institutions for the care of the unfortunate. 

But all of this has been voluntary, though directed by law. 

Persuading Americans to co-operate without the help of law is 
always difficult. Try to raise money for some necessary community 
project and you will learn that few people are capable of unselfish co- 
operation, 

Many of those who are most able to give will refuse to help at all, 
having learned that they can share the benefit of such things without 
sharing the expense. Other people, less able to help but usually willing 
to do their part, will be enraged by the unfairness of the first group 
and refuse to help while others shirk. And in the end the work will be 
done, if at all, by a minority of idealists. 

It will be argued that people can be made to do their part, but making 
Americans do anything against their will is a full-time man’s size job. 
Perhaps it could be done, but it never has been. 

Co-operation by compulsion means an army of petty officials med- 
dling and prying to see that nobody cheats or shirks, and the prospect 
of being herded by officious overseers is one that makes the average 
American see red. 

There is no danger of an early change in the American system, for 
the simple reason that the majority of our people, even in hard times, 
feel qualified to manage their own affairs better than a petty official 
would manage them. 

If ever the time comes when the majority are without money, hope 
or self-confidence, and therefore have nothing to lose, the right leader 
can enslave us all in the name of co-operation. 

But it can’t be done while four families in every five are able to 


support themselves.
